The PDO & Ops Manager ATO attended the Canning St (Nth Melb) high rise towers at 
approx. 11:45am, with them they had 3 days of large parcels (Colby) that were held at the PDC, 60 
scannable SP (NMDC) 3 days of mail in addition to 70+ Express Post from Senator Hanson One 
Nation party. 


On arrival Trent & the PDO went to the command post as directed where they met with Acting 
Senior Sergeant SAJAN he advised he was not aware or had any communication regarding 
mail delivery or a process to follow. He tried contacting someone from DHS but after 15 mins

with no success, he referred Trent to the Nth Melb Community Centre across the road to speak to 
someone from DHS. 


When Trent arrived at the community Centre, a volunteer at the gate who’s role was to sign in and 
register volunteers directed Trent CREE tom Vic Health Services. was also 
unaware of any mail deliveries or who to refer Trent to. She said that she was willing to take the 
mail and hold onto it, but could not say who would be responsible for the care and delivery and if 
the mail would be in a secure location. The community centre was full of volunteers and people 
coming and going, so | advised Trent not to leave the mail and return it to the facility until further 
notice. My concern being the risk of unsecured premises and the significant number of volunteers 
and potential for theft or lost mail.
